The Treaty Signed and Sent to the 
United States Senate This 
Afternoon! 


LIKE THE TREATY OF 1893. 


Which waa Pr«Mnt«il by Prasldant 
Harrlaon and Withdrawn by 
PrMldttnt Clttv«land. 


nWASMiNTON, June 16. —(SpecW)— 
The Hawaiian commiBtioaers today 
signed the treaty and submltj^ it to 
the senate (or the annexation of Hawaii 
to tiie United States. This treaty fol­ 
lows the lifie of the treaty negotiated 
by Secretary of State John W. Fostert 
in 1893, and seni to the Senate bv Pres­ 
ident Harrison] and withdrawn by 
President Cleveland. 
There were 
many puzzling questions to meet in 
suoh a treaty. One of the most serious 
was as to the forna of government to be 
provided tor Hawaii as a part of the 
United States. 
There was objeetion 
to organizing Hawaii as a territory 
which should develop into a state. 


The treaty negotiated by Secretary 
Foster provided that, “until Congrei;* 
shall otherwise provide, the existing 
government and laws of the Hawaiian 
Islands are hereby continued, subjcct 
to the paramount authority of the 
United States. 
The president, bv and 
with yie advice and contest of the‘ Sen­ 
ate, snail apiM>int a commissioner to re* 
side in said islands, who shall have the 
power to veto any act of said govern* 
ment, and an act disapproved by him 
shall thereupon be void and of no etTect 
unless approved 
by the President. 
Congress shall within one year from the 
exchange of the ratifications of this 
treaty enact the necessary legislation 
to extend to the Hawaiian islands the 
laws of the United States respecting 
duties upon imports, the internal rev­ 
enue, commerce, and navigation, but 
until congress shall otherwise provide, 
the existing commercial relations of 
the Hawaiian islands, both with the 
United States and foreign countries, 
shall continue as regards the commerce 
of said islands with the rest of the 
United 
States 
and 
with 
foreign 
countries, but this shall not be con­ 
strued as giving to said islands the 
power to enter into any new stlpuUition 
or agreement whatsoever, or to have 
diplomatic 
intercourse 
with 
any 
foreign government.”

Jack must 
finish all his giants and get home to 
supper before we leave him. 


In the more humble talfls of everyday 
life a strong point is the little author’s 
sincere belief in the * absolute working 
iof a righteous law. The good boy inva­ 
riably comes out triumphant and is re­ 
warded with kisses and cakes. The bad 
boy is as surely brought to confusion. 
The career of the wicked youth who 
defies authority will not learn his les­ 
sons, qnarrels with smaller boys or takes 
his ifather’s gun without leave, is cut 
short by an (^portune policeman, by the 
paternal switeh or perhaps by a fall 
out of the boat or, again, by the 
measles. Somehow the childish author 
shows that, in his opinion, the law 
should be satisfied and the wrongdoer 
should suffer. 


It is quite possible that theie little 
writers have behaved badly or missed 
lessons occasionally themselvs|), but the 
artless confessions of their moral tales 
convince us that they do not do it with­ 
out pricks of conscience. In the depths 
of their nanghty little hearts they are 
quite sure that they deserved the fate 
which they so ingenuously deal out to 
the doughty heroes of their stories.—«

MODEL OF THE FIRST COLONY. 


Hit Sontk African Booms Believed To Be 
Rotten—Slump In RIs Own Holdings the 
Indirect Canse of His Death—He Seeks 
Solaee in Liquor and the Result 1« In­ 
sanity and the Omve—Bis ITaflnlshed 
$5,000,000 Palace. 
New York, June 16.—A dispatch to 
The World from London says: Barney 
Barnato’s suicide must cause wide­ 
spread ruin among small investors. They 
had pinned their faith to him. 
The 
big speculators, 
having had Inside 
Icnowledge of his serious condltk>n, have 
either cleared out or been manipulating 
his stock with considerable profit. Bar­ 
nato’s tragic end has convinced the pub­ 
lic here of the utter rottenness of the 
South African bo6m, which now easily 
takes rank as the biggest , stock inflation 
scheme (not to say swindle) of the 
record reign. Barnato securities were 
quoted eighteen months ago at a capi­ 
tal value of £12,000,000(160,000.000). but 
In the last six months thex 
fallen 
to about £3.000,000 ($16.000,000), though 
they recently improved on better ac­ 
counts from South Africa. 


Barney Had l^ken to Drink. 


Mrs. Joel, Barnato’s sister, told Tht 
World correspondent last night, before 
anything w’as known here of the death, 
that friends Intended to land Barney 
Barnato at Funchal for a month's rest, 
as his health was not yet such as to render 
his return to London advisable. No se­ 
cret Is made of the fact that his break 
down was accelerated by heavy drink­ 
ing. which began when the Kafllr slump 
started—even before his departure for 
South 
Africa, wliich 
was 
hurried 
and private. 
His mind showed signs 
of failing under strain eight months 
ago, on which account he was sentaWay 
from England. There had never been 
any sensible Improvement in his condi­ 
tion. 


Sought **Solace*' Too Frequently. 


His responsibilities weighed heavily on 
his mind and he sought “solace” too 
frequently. His naturally robust con­ 
stitution had been undennined by his 
laborious, exciting life, and symptoms 
of softening of the brain manifested 
themselves. His family and partners be­ 
came alarmed at the probable effect on 
his securities If this were known, as 
they were believed to be dependent sole­ 
ly on his personality. 
So they used 
every effort to get him off to the Cape 
and place him in seclusion for a time, in 
the hope that he would recover.

The system of this unique 
little town was explained by A. & Ed­ 
wards. editot of The Coming Nation, 
and one of the most prominent cltisens 
of the socialistic colony. ”Ours Is the 
only socialistic town ever founded,” said 
he. ”whlch was not based on religion. 
Ruskin works on the principles of so­ 
cialism, pure and simple. It is located 
In tha mountains of Tennessee. 1,500 
feet above the sea level. There 200 peo­ 
ple are working In harmony, and show­ 
ing that the principles of socialism áre 
practical. 


”In the main we follow the Ideas of 
Edward Bellamy, as expressed in 'Look­ 
ing Backward.’ But many of his details 
were impracticable, and we follow our 
own way. We have about twenty trades 
represented there, but the principle in­ 
dustry Is the printing office. From this 
Is Issued The Coming Nation, which Is 
the principal organ of socialism outaide 
of Germany. We also get out a book or 
so a month—all on the subject of social­ 
ism. Every man, woman and child con­ 
tributes his labor to the community, and 
In return his wants are provided for. 
When we take in a member, he agréai 
to work to the best of his ability at 
whatever he may be set to do. In re­ 
turn. we agree to furnish him with food, 
clothes, a house and lot and all the nec­ 
essaries of life. 


“The wages are paid In labor checks, 
the un|t being an hour’s work. These 
checks are good at the general store or 
elsewhere for anything which Is to be 
bought. The price paid Is the actual 
cost. The wages are all the same. My 
pay as editor of the paper la the same as 
that of a compositor or a carpenter. 1 
receive my reward for extra effort in 
the knowledge that I am of that much 
more benefit to the community. I know 
that the proceeds will go to the building 
up of schools and other public Improve­ 
ments, and not to erect handsome real- 
dences for some millionaire. The colony 
has been in operation for four years. It 
was started at Greenburg. Ind., but 
moved to Ruskin a year later. It Is a 
complete success.” 


The entire <^fternoon was devoted to 
organisation and the appointment of 
coiiimlttees. There are several hundred 
delegates in attendance, and the. com­ 
mittee on credentials was unable to fln^

THE PEACH CROP. 


The Oceana County Crop Proves to 
be all RIsht. 


The Oceana County Courier, pub­ 
lished at Hart, Mich., which is now the 
third largest county for fruit in the 
state, says in this week’s edition: 


“The Oceana peach crop is all right. 
That is the conclusion The Courier ar­ 
rives at after many inquiries amoncr 
fruit growers. While the crop will not 
be as large as lA t year’s, it will still be 
a good crop. Some varieties and many 
of the older trees, will not bear at all: 
and some orchards that have been in­ 
judiciously trimmed will yield but light 
crops; and again, many trees are so lad­ 
en with the young fruit they will have 
to be thinned. Upon the whole, there­ 
fore, the poach prospect is very satis­ 
factory; not the less so because in Alle­ 
gan, Kent and other peach growing 
counties south of us the yield will be 
so light as to cut but a small figure in 
estimating the present season’s supply. 
The attention of fruit dealers and con­ 
sumers is directed this way with unus­ 
ual interest, ijnd with no untow’ard 
weather between now and September, 
they w'ill not be disappointed.’’ 


James Gibbs, the old fruit grow’cr of 


Benona to wnshij), Oceana county, 
reports 
the 
i)caches in the lake 
shore district of the county, which is 
nearer to Lake Michigan, as being all 
right. He says the trees are slightly 
allected with curl leaf, but that the 
leaves are ooming forward so i*apidly 
that this will do but little damage. 
His opinion seems to be based on the 
question of how the balance of the 
season will be in that country. 
There 
is also the fact that the curl leaf is 
largely dependent on the variety of 
the peach planted and also how the 
orchard faces, and how much it may be 
protected by woods. 


Gonial Fred Neilsen, the Pentwater 
banker, has been talking with the 
fruit growers as they come into Pent­ 
water, and he WTites as follows: “In re­ 
gard to fruit here opinions dilVer, yet 
I should conclude the crop will be near 
fair and good on farms that are kept up 
and w’ell located. Some farmers claim 
that the frost has done no harm, but 
the continual cold w'eather is nurting 
them badly. 
A small croj) at a good 
]>rice is more protitable thUn crops 
and prices of last season.”

Gladstone, after hia earlier parlia­ 
mentary daya, became almost entirely 
indifferent to dress. Disraeli always 
turned, out in the newest fashion, and 
down to his latest years went in the 
getupof a young man about town. Not 
less different were the characters and 
temperaments of the two men. Glad­ 
stone changed his political opinions 
many times during his Icmg parliament­ 
ary career, but he changed his opin­ 
ions only in deference to the force of a' 
growing conviction and to the recog­ 
nition of facts and conditions which 
he could no longer conscientiously dis­ 
pute. Nobody probably ever knew what 
Mr. Disraeli’s real opinions were upon 
any political question or whether he 
had any real opinions at all. Gladstone 
began as a Tory and gradually became 
changed into a Radical. Disraeli began 
as an extreme Radical under the pat­ 
ronage of Daniel O’Connell and changed 
into a Tory, But everybody knew that 
Gladstone was at first a sincere Toiy 
and at last a sincere Radical. Nobody 
knew, or, indeed, cared, whether Dis­ 
raeli ever was either a sincere Radical 
or a sincere Tory.—>Justin McCarthy in 
Outlook.

their sentim ents upon the m atter, and 
If, as Is predicted, there Is an over- 
whelnung declaration for annexation, It 
Is believed that the senate will be quick 
t^ respond to the demand. In thlt caso 
tiie treaty, It Is believed, can be taken 
up and ratlfled in the course of one or 
t«'o executive sessions while the regular 
tariff debates are In progress dally. 


The m anner In which the H aw aiian 
t r ^ t y will come b'fefore the house Is In 
the paragraph which provides th at the 
United States shall assume the present 
debt of Hawaii. 
This will not In any 
w ay affect the treaty or Interfere In its 
adoption. Irrespective of and before any 
action will be subm itted to the house 
will come the ratification of the treaty 
by the senate. If the treaty is ratified 
no action by the house can change the 
condition. 
The failure of the house to 
appropriate to pay the debt or the inter­ 
est on it m ay become a future compli­ 
cation, but the ratification of the treaty 
by the senate will annex' the islands. 
The treaty which made Alaska a part 
of this country carried with it an ap ­ 
propriation of several million dollars. 
There was a most bitter contention In 
the house about m aking the appropria­ 
tion, but the senate had by treaty ra ti­ 
fied the agreem ent. 
Of course, if con­ 
gress by action of the house had re­ 
fused to make the appropriation then 
R ussia would have held possession of 
Alaska.

Why the Reimbllcan Caucus Declined to 
Adopt Siiooner'« Id««. 
W ashington, June 16.—The Republic­ 
an caucus Monday night 
determined 
not to incorporate in the tariff bill the 
am endm ent 
proposed by 
Spooner to 
postpone the time when certain features 
of the sugar schedule should go Into 
effect until six months after the bill 
was passed, with the intention of com­ 
pelling the sugar tru st to dispose of the 
surplus sugar th at has been imported 
pending the consideration of the tariff 
bill at a rate which would not allow It 
a great profit. The position taken by a 
large m ajority of the Republican sen­ 
ators was th a t It would be Im practica­ 
ble to have various portions of the bill 
go into effect at different times. If the 
action was taken on sugar It would have 
to be taken on wool and other Items. 


The argum ent was advanced that in 
changing ¡tariffs no provision could be 
made against the advantage taken by 
buyers of foreign goods. 


If a tariff was to be reduced im porta­ 
tions would be held back, and 
if a 
tariff was to be raised 
im portations 
would be rushed In. 
This was true of 
sugar and all other goods, and the cau­ 
cus decided that there was no way of 
reaching the importers, 
and that no 
single article should be selected upon 
which to postpone the effect of the new 
tariff. The defeat of Spooner's propofct- 
tion was not accomplished until there 
had been a sharp fight. 


The western men were arrayed against 
the east and Spooner had several sharp 
tilts with senators representing states 
where there is a great deal o'f m anu­ 
facturing. He said that the greatest op­ 
position to the proposed am endm ent was 
because 
the 
eastern 
m anufacturers 
feared that it m ight be extended to wool 
and th at they would not be able to real­ 
ize on the large Importations of free 
wool, which had been made in anticipa­ 
tion of the tariff on wool. 
Spooner's 
motion was voted down, 18 to 12. 


Postal CongreiM Hmh Dune. 


W ashington, June 16.—The Universal 
Postal congress, the fift|i convention of 
the kind in the world, finished its labors 
yesterday after a closed session lasting 
several hours. 
The next of the con­ 
gresses, the sixth sextennial one, will 
be held at Rome, Italy, In February, 
1903. 
The final session was devoted to 
the formal signing of the general treaty 
and of the detailed articles. Every dele­ 
gate signed these two sets of papers, 
subject to the formal ratification of his 
government and, owing to the excessive 
amount* of labor involved, signatures 
to other sets of docum ents were waived 
under a general authority for their ex­ 
ecution.
